MAJOR  ORDER  ACTIONS,  APRIL  1973 


Termination: 

Mississippi  —  April  30,  midnight,  (38  FR  8748,  4/6/73 )•  This  action  terminates  the  order  effective  midnight, 
April  30,  1973,  at  the  request  of  a  majority  of  the  producers  producing  more  than  50  percent  of  the  milk. 


Amendments: 

Indiana  -  April  1  (38  FR  3299,  2/5/73).  This  action  increases  the  diversion  limitations  on  producer  milk  for 

cooperative  associations  and  pool  plant  operators  in  each  of  the  months  of  September  through  March  to  40  percent. 

The  amount  withheld  from  the  pool  under  the  Louisville  seasonal  incentive  payment  plan  during  each  of  the  months 
of  April  through  July  is  reduced  to  20  cents  per  hundredweight. 

The  interest  rate  on  overdue  accounts  is  increased  to  three-fourths  of  one  percent  per  month.  The  date  of 
application  for  the  interest  charges  is  changed  from  the  first  day  of  the  month  following  the  due  date  of  the 
obligation  to  the  sixth  day  following  the  date  the  obligation  is  due. 

Paducah  -  April  1  (38  FR  8236,  3/30/73).  This  action  reduces  the  Class  I  price  by  15  cents,  with  respect  to 
marketings  on  and  after  May  1,  1973.  The  differential  to  be  added  to  the  basic  formula  price  is  now  $1.70. 

St.  Louis-Ozarks  -  April  1  (38  FR  4771,  2/22/73).  This  action  reduces  the  plus  location  adjustment  in  Zone  II  to 
seven  cents  per  hundredweight.

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MAJOR  ORDER  ACTIONS ,  APRIL  1973  -Continued 


South  Texas  -  April  27  (38  FR  10454*  4/27/73)*  Another  advertising  and  promotion 
program  is  added  to  the  list  of  22  other  Federal  order  markets  that  have 
incorporated  similar  programs  into  their  orders.  The  program  will  be  funded  by  a 
five-cent  per  hundredweight  deduction  on  all  producer  milk  pooled  during  the 
month,  with  the  funds  being  turned  over  to  an  agency  composed  of  producers  and 
producers'  representatives.  This  agency  is  responsible  for  expending  the  money 
on  various  programs  designed  to  improve  the  marketing  and  consumption  of  milk. 
Requests  for  refunds  by  producers  not  wishing  to  participate,  and  budgets  to  be 
approved  by  the  Secretary  must  be  submitted  quarterly.  The  program  is  effective 
April  27  with  respect  to  marketings  on  and  after  July  1. 

Southern  Michigan  -  April  1  (38  FR  4649*  2/20/73)*  The  action  merges  the 

Upstate  Michigan  marketing  area  into  the  Southern  Michigan  marketing  area  and 
changes  some  of  the  provisions  in  the  Southern  Michigan  order. 

The  fluid  milk  product  definition  is  revised  to  exclude  cream  products  and  to 
include  a  composition  standard.  Products  containing  by  weight  at  least  80  percent 
water  and  6.5  percent  nonfat  milk  solids,  and  less  than  9  percent  butterfat  and 
20  percent  total  solids  will  be  included  in  the  definition. 

The  Class  II  classification  is  changed  to  include  eggnog,  yogurt,  fluid  cream 
products  (cream  or  mixtures  containing  9  percent  or  more  butterfat),  and 
similar  filled  milk  products  (products  containing  6  percent  or  more  nonmilk  fat). 
Also  included  are  such  products  in  packaged  inventory  at  the  end  of  the  month. 
Packaged  fluid  milk  products  in  ending  inventory  is  added  to  the  Class  III 
classification. 

Some  of  the  base  plan  provisions  are  revised.  The  rules  covering  bases  held 
jointly  under  a  partnership  are  delineated  to  aid  in  determining  whether  the 
partnership  is  bona  fide.  Also,  the  base  rules  are  changed  to  permit  a  producer 
to  retain  his  base  without  loss  for  12  months  if  his  milk  is  quarantined  from 
the  market  due  to  pesticide  or  herbicide  residue. 

The  amendment  also  adds  a  reload  point  definition  to  the  order  to  distinguish 
between  a  reload  point  and  a  reloading  operation  on  the  premises  of  a  plant. 

The  allocation  provisions  are  revised  to  eliminate  the  possibility  of  a 
compensatory  payment  by  a  handler  for  receipts  from  a  nonpool  plant  if  such 
receipts  had  already  been  priced  as  Class  I  under  any  Federal  order.  The  Class  I 
price  for  other  source  milk,  when  adjusted  for  location,  shall  not  be  less  than 
the  Class  III  price. 

The  order  is  amended  to  exclude  from  the  pool  computation  the  value  of  milk  of 
any  handler  who  has  not  filed  his  report  of  receipts  and  utilization  or  who  has 
not  paid  his  obligation  to  the  producer-settlement  fund  for  the  previous  month. 


Sus pension: 

Louis ville-Lexington-E vans ville  -  April  1  (38  FR  8174,  3/29/73)*  This  suspension 
removes  for  the  months  of  April  through  December  1973  the  automatic  Class  I 
classification  of  bulk  cream  transferred  from  a  pool  plant  to  a  nonpool  plant 
located  more  than  250  miles  from  the  nearer  of  Louisville,  Kentucky,  or  Evansville, 
Indiana. 
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
